“The board has proposed to rep- 
resentatives of the farmer-owned 
grain associations and pools that, 
as a part of the long-time program 
for the development of agriculture, 
all of them should join in the ¢ro- 
ation of a sales corporation with 
an ultimate paid-up capital of not 
less than $20,000,00, which shall 
operate for all grain co-operatives 
in all markets of the United States 
and foreign countries for the col- 
lective selling of such portions cf 
the grain crop as are now or may 
hereafter be marketed co-opera- 
tively at country points. 

“The board has proposed that 
the new corporation shall be 50 
organized as to be eligible for loans 
under the agricultural marketing 
act, and it has further proposed 
that the new corporation shall be 
an intermediary between the board 
and all grain grower co-operatives 
in financial transactions.”

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SIXTY REPORTED 
KILLED IN ECUADOR 
BY EARTHQUAKE 


Town of Moyurgo Near 
Quito Said to Have Been 
Nearly Destroyed and 
Three Others Damaged. 


CRACKS 15 FEET 
WIDE IN GROUND 


City of 17,000 in Stricken 
Area — Eastern Japan 
Also Rocked by Earth 
Shocks—Trains Halted. 


By the Associated Press. 

QUITO, Ecuador, July 27.—At 
least 60 persons were thought to 
have been killed in an earthquake 
that yesterday destroyed most of 
the town of Moyurgo, half way be- 
tween here and Machachi. The 
shocks, which continued during 
the night, caused 2 general panic 

Buildings were wrecked by the 
first tremor, which was the strong- 
est of the series. Subsequent 
shocks added to the terror of the 
inhabitants. Near the center of 
the disturbance cracks were torn 
in the ground as much as. 15 feet 
wide, 

Much damage was done also at 
Tambillo, Machuachi and La Ta- 
cunga. Physicians and Red Cross 
workers were sent from here to 
the stricken area. 


All of the towns suffering dam- 
age are in a comparatively narrow 
valley running south from Quito. 
La Tacunga has a population of 
17,000. The others are much 
smaller. 


Tokio and Yokohama Shaken by 
Severe Earth yuake. 

TOKIO, July 27.—A_ severe 
earthquake was felt widely in Kast- 
ern Japan today, shaking Skizuoka, 
Namazu, Mito and Matsumoto ard 
bringing thousands from their 
homes into the open. Residents 
here and at Yokohama were bad- 
ly frightened. 

Clocks were stopped and trains 
halted, due to fear of landslides, 
The Tokio meteorological observa- 
tory said the quakes were the 
worst the seismograph had reg- 
istered this year. The instrument 
showed oscillations of half an 
hour, with the center 25 miles 
southwest of Tokio. 

The tremor was much more se- 
vere at Yokosuka, Kamakura and 
Yokohama than at Tokio, Rengo's 
telephoned dispatches from Yoko- 
suka said one of the workmen 
engaged in reconditioning the bat- 
tle cruisér Kongo had been shak- 
en from his perch and died of ir- 
juries, Three other workmen and 
two bluejackets were injured seri- 
ously. 

A few walls were cracked  t 
Yokosuka, including the  break- 
water at the naval port.

There are numerous remedies that can 
be instituted to relieve much congestion 
until the city feels economically pre- 
pared to adopt better and more elabor- 
ate systems. The elimination of left 
turns in the entire downtown area and 
at certain outlying traffic points, and 
the barring of all turns at certain inter- 
sections, would accomplish much toward 
speeding up traffic and making the 
streets safer for all. Chicago discarded 
left turns in its loop district about four 
years ago. The benefits derived from 
this regulation are inestimable. Another 
improvement that should be made as 
soon as feasible is the installation of 
automatic control in the district bound- 
ed by Fourth, Fourteenth, Market and 
Vranklin. Manual control is not only 
obsolete, but responsible for much con- 
gestion. With an officer on one corner 
giving east and west traffic the right- 
of-way and an officer at another corner 
releasing north and south traffic, it is 
physically impossible to attain an even 
flow of vehicles. 

live street, which in its widened part 
may well be compared to Michigan ave- 
nue in Chicago, as an important artery 
into the loop district, does not boast one 
signal. The time lost to cross-town ve- 
hicles in negotiating this speedway un- 
doubtedly amounts to many hours daily.

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HOW SAFE IS FLYING? 


As the use of airplanes becomes more general, re 
ports of accidents in flying come closer home to the 
general public. Travelers who consider using the 
new cross-country air lines may be influenced by 
an uncertainty, often subconsciously, as to the safety 
of this swift and convenient mode of transport. Spe- 
cific statistics serve to clear up this point, and to 
show how the element of safety has increased with | 
the development of the plane. 

Naval flyers in the fiscal year 1921-22 flew 2,000,- | 
000 miles and 14 were killed, a writer in Review of | 
Reviews points out. In 1927-28, they flew 13,728,600 
miles with 28 fatalities, a decrease of one-third in 
the death rate in six years. On this basis a naval 
aviator would have to fly 392,000 miles, which would 
take about 19 years, before he would be killed. Army 
flying shows a similar ratio. Another hazardous 
department is the air mail, yet the record is by no 
means terrifying. The pilots covered 2,583,000 miles 
in all kinds of weather in 1927, the last full year 
before the service was turned over to private con- 
tractors, with only one fatality. 
Eddie Stinson recently made a startling compar- 
ison. Airplane accidents killed 368 persons in the 
United States in 1928, he said, and there were 399 
murders in Chicago alone in that:time. Compara- 
tively, the average person is safer riding in a plane

All Bowlers Must Join. 

A new rule, adopted at the last 
meeting of the American Bowling 
Congress, which has to do with 
participation in unsanctioned 
leagues, will go into effect this 
season. The law reads as follows: 

“Bowlers who participate in un- 
sanctioned leagues shall not be eli- 


sanctioned leagues or tournaments, 


by the Executive Committee of the 
Congress, provided, however, this 
provision shali not apply to so- 
called mixed leagues. 

“Bowlers who participate in 
tournaments that have not been 
previously sanctioned by the 
American Bowling Congress shall 
be barred from either bowling or 
holding office in any sanctioned 
league or tournament until rein- 
stated by a vote of the Executive 
Committee of the Congress, with 
the understanding that no rein- 
statement can be made until a pe- 
riod of at least six months has 
elapsed from the time the case is 
brought to the attention of the 
Congress, but if at the end of the 
bowling season, same will then be- 
come effeetive to begin on the first 
day of next September. 

“The secretary of the Congress 
shall have power to enforce this 
rule upon presentation of proper, 
conclusive and satisfactory evi- 
dence.” 

The above law wilt force all 
bowlers to become members of 
the A. B. C. in order to be eligi- 
ble for the various medals or en- 
ter the sanctioned tournaments. It

ald. 


The discussion already has dis- 


closed that the White House is 
holding much the same attitude to- 
ward the efforts of many mem- 
bers of Congress who advocated 
mandatory construction of the ves- 
sels within fixed “ime limits that 
it maintained under Calvin Cool- 
idge during the last two years of 
his administration while the 15- 
cruiser bill was under considera- 


tion. 


Coolidge’s desire that the Presi- 


dent’s hands be not tied to a rigid 
construction program was the piv- 
ot of most of that two-year dis- 
pute, and the comment which has 
followed President Hoover’s action 
suspending construction indicates 
that the conflicting viewpoints 
which marked that contest are 
about as strongly opposei as ever, 
at least as far as the leaders are 
concerned. 


Thinks Hoover Exceeded Right. 
The President's opinion that the 


act gives him authority to delay 
construction of all 15 cruisers un- 
til the end of the three-year peri- 
od, June 30, 1931, is held by Chair- 
man Hale of the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee to be “entirely in 
error.” Senator King (Dem.’, 
of Utah, who opposed the cruiser 
program, is ready, on the other 
hand, to move for specific Con- 
gressional approval of the Presi- 
dent’s action, if the advocates of 
the law’s time clause decide io 
challenge it. 


Although that indicates one line 


of cleavance which might be ex- 
pected, predictions of what may 
develop after Congress reassembles 
are not being made, since the con* 
versations being conducted among 
the United States, Great Britain and 
other naval Powers are recognized 
as holding the possibility of pro- 
ducing new facts whch can change 
the situation very rapidly. 


In a statement issued at Port- 


land, Me., Senator Hale argues that

In the normal process of con- 


struction, Hale said, the keels of 
the three vessels ordered suspended 
by the President “can not be laid 
down until much later in the fiscal 
year.” 


“The terms of the act,” he went 


on, “wilt be carried out if no un- 
due delay is exercised in the work 
to be done on these ships, which 
includes the laying of their keels, 
and if the second batch of cruisers 
is started before next July. 


“Before the normal time for the 


laying of the keels of these ships 
there should be ample time to dis- 
cuss at least whether the building 
of them could in any possible way 
interfere with an agreement for 
naval parity with Great Britain.”
